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A VAST PROPOSAL. 


Secretary Fall show s signs of m ak­ 


ing a better, or at least a more inter­ 
esting, secretary of the interior than 
he m ade a senator.

Electrification of the Wash- 
l glon-Boston area, according to this 
analysis, would save 50,000,000 tons

1930 or $190,- 
000,000 in fuel 
expenditures, 
while 
electrification of the railroads would 
save l l to 19 per cent on their invest­ 
ment. 
Nine 
hundred 
and 
seventy 
miles of 200,000 volt lines would be 
required and five times that mileage 
in 110,000 volt lines. 
This tranmis- 
sion network and its substantiations 
would require $104,000,000 by 1930, 
in which year the

investment 
would be $1,109,564,000. 
It is obvious that this scheme of Mr. 
F a irs which for the present will prob­ 
ably bear his name, though we do not 
know that it w as his conception, is a

one,

Reily was questioned regarding 
reports of criticism of his adminis­ 
tration but he refuged to be quoted. 
ii Members of the party, however, de­ 
nied reports that the governor had 
used harsh language to the natives 
and declared the only criticism of 
his administration had come from 
the “secessionist group, ’ a small 
minority. 
Before returning to Porto Rico, 
Governor Reiiy said he would visit 
his home in Kansas City. 
Senator Santiago Iglesias issued 
a statement defending the policies 
and actions of Governor Reily. 
He 
declared Antonio Barcelo, president 
of the senate, 
aud 
his colleagues 
had committed the mistage of re­ 
senting what the governor had said 
and done in defense of the “sincere 
Americanization of the Island.”

The first bulletin on the subject, 
coutsituting 
advance 
information 
from the Missouri Red Book, 1921, 
issued today by Commissioner Wil­ 
liam H. Lewis of the bureau of la­ 
bor statistics, 
announces that the 
drained acreage in the 11.917 farms 
protected against a standing back­ 
water reached 859,663 out of a to­ 
tal of 21,832,966 improved acres in 
the 263,003 farms the state offic­ 
ially is credited with having. 
The 19,752 other farms in swampy 
Missouri low lands needing drain- j 
age enterprises have an aggregat- 
eu area of 830,693 acres. 
With the 
acreage of the two totaled, it indi­ 
cates that 
1,690.356 
acres of im­ 
prover! Missouri farm lands are in 
the low 
portions 
of 
the 
state, 
chiefly in southeast 
Missouri, in- 
clud 
Pemiscot. 
Dunklin, 
Butler. 
ew Madrid, Stoddard, Mississippi 
and Scott counties, comprising the 
most fertile section in the state. 
In reality the land contained in 
Missouri’s 263,004 farms totals 34,- 
774,679 acres, with 24.832.9Q6 acres 
recorded as being improved, a fact 
which suggests that fully 9,941.743 
acres 
are 
still 
unimproved 
and 
therefore uncultivated. 
Drainage enterprises, the official 
census returns show, exist in all of 
Missouri’s 114 counties, 
the 
sums 
which have been spent for this 
purpose ranging 
from 
$5,000 for 
Bollinger county up to $3,976,150 in 
New Madrid county.

They asserted that the 
initiative anti referendum amend­ 
ment to the Missouri constitution 
in 1908 removed this power from 
the governor, the 
secretary 
of 
state and the attorney general. It 
was also contended the districts 
as established by the three repub­ 
lican officials do not show proper 
regard for compactness and 
for 
population requirements.

Williamson and John T. Baker, of 
Kansas City, Judge Fred L. Wil­ 
liams, of St. Louis, a former mem­ 
ber of tile supreme court, T. R. R.

Attorney General Barrett and his

Uncle Sam is not the only “big 
corporation” to utilize the service 
of a weather prophet. Dr. P. A. Dud­ 
ley. consulting engineer 
for 
New York Central 
railroad, 
has 
been doing that service as a side 
line for his company for the 
past 
dozen years and is credited 
with 
umarkable accuracy of forecasts. 
Just now’ Weather Prophet Dud­ 
ley is in the limelight by reason of 
his prediction that this will be an 
extremely cold w inier “because,’’ as 
he states, “last winter 
and 
all of 
this year so far have 
been 
away 
above normal in temperature.” 
“The accumulated excess of tem­ 
peratures above the 
monthly 
nor­ 
mal for the nine months of 1921,” 
Dr. Dudley states, “are the highest 
of any period in ten years.. 
So far 
the records show 
an 
excess 
of 
about 1,300 degrees, or about four 
degrees every day tor the 
period 
above what 
normal 
temperature 
should be. 
It has never been 
pro 
flounced as a law ot nature by any 
scientist that equalization is inevi­ 
table. but in forty years the aver­ 
ages have varied so little that tor 
the purposes of a railroad we may 
consider the tact established. 
“It may very well happen 
that 
the cold which is to balance all the 
warm days may not arrive 
all in 
one winter, but may be 
extended 
over t w o . 
This is to be hoped for, 
particularly by a railroad, because 
zero temperatures are very severe 
on steel. On the past performances

UNION AND PEACE. 


Probably not all 
the 
professional 


soldiers want peace, and probably it is 
not, as a rule, among the soldiers that 
we should look for the men best quali­ 
fied to tell us how peace may be secur­ 
ed. War is their business and although 
in the concrete it may be 
even more 
horrible to them than to the average 
man, in the abstract it has a certain 
fascination for many of them. But the 
greatest soldier of them all, Marshal 
Foch, whose mind was so well able in 
war to distinguish between the essen­ 
tial and the unessential when it came 
to beating the Germans, is also able to 
distinguish between the essential and 
unessential in this matter of securing 
peac$. 
He tells us with characteristic 
precision and directness how the thing 
must be done if it is to be done at all. 
“To maintain 
peace,” 
he says, “we 
should endeavor, if we truly desire it, 
to form a union for a just and lasting 
peace.” 
That is the 
whole 
thing in a nut­ 
shell] There must be a union or there 
can be no peace. 
The whole of his­ 
tory proves it. 
Until there was union 
of tty* individuals 
of the human spe­ 
cies there was no peace among them. 
They? lived in separate families, the 
nutlet of which, and probably the fe­ 
male^ also, fought 
with ■ clubs and 
stone hatchets the other human fami­ 
lies inhabiting the region. 
Not until a 
number of these families gathered to- 
gethttr in a union called a tribe was 
there peace among them; and not un­ 
til a dumber of these tribes gathered 
together .to form a larger union known 
as a nation was 
there 
peace among 
theseUribes. 
That is as far as the forming of un­ 
ions bas proceeded so far. 
It is true 
that two or three or four or more na­ 
tions 'have from time to time gotten 
togetker and formed a still larger un­ 
ion known as an alliance, and as long 
as the alliance lasted peace prevailed 
amon^ the members of the alliance; 
but in every case other groups of na­ 
tions have formed a rival alliance, and 
soon the two rival alliances have fal­ 
len to fighting each other. 
There will 
never be lasting peace Until all the na- 
ions have come together in one great 


u n io n s 
Eve?) then there may not be lasting 
peace.1 Some of the unions that have 
been formed have not endured long; 
none of them has endured or can en­ 
dure forever. 
The formation of the 
American union 
did 
not 
assure un­ 
broken peace 
among 
the American 
states forming it. 
Similarly, the com­ 
ing together of individuals or families 
of primitive man into tribes did not se­ 
cure unbroken 
peace 
among them. 
They quarrelled from time to time and 
split each other’s 
heads 
with 
their 
stone hatchets. 
But peace prevailed 
among them to a much greater extent 
than when each family lived to itself 
and was a law to itself; and peace has 
prevailed among the American states 
to a much greater extent than would 
have been the case if each state were 
a completely 
separate 
and 
distinct 
body and no union of them had ever 
been formed. 
All this is elementary; but the ele­ 


mentary tacts are at once the most im­ 
portant and the most neglected in the 
great problem which now engages the 
attention ot the world— the problem 
oi securing and maintaining, in so far 
as possible, peace in the world. 
Sec­ 
ondary’ facts 
are 
obscuring the one 
great primary 
fact. 
The 
supreme 
merit of Wilson was that he saw this 
primary fact, concentrated all his en -1 
ergies upon it, and was ready to sacri­ 
fice secondary things— like the Shan-j 
tung matter, for instance— in order to I 
attain it. 
He saw that the great pri- j 
mary fact was that there must he a j 
world union before there can be world 
peace; and he realized that the time 
— and probably the only time— to es­ 
tablish that world union was at the j 
moment when the 
nations 
had just j 
emerged from the 
most 
terrific war! 
ever known, and when the minds of all 
the world’s peoples 
were 
still filled 
with the horror of that war. 
So he tried, and practically gave his 
life in the 
attempt, 
to 
establish a 
world union at that time. 
But even 
then, when the conditions were prob­ 
ably more favorable 
than 
they will 
ever be again until the world has been 
shaken by another great war, the ob­ 
stacles were too much for him. 
To­ 
day, when 
the 
“physiological 
mo­ 
ment” has passed, it is not possible ev­ 
en to attempt 
what 
he 
attempted. 
That is why the Washington Confer­ 
ence, while it may’ 
do good 
through 
solving or postponing certain specific 
problems now pressing upon us, can­ 
not 
possibly 
accomplish 
the great 
thing that would have been accomp­ 
lished at Paris if this country had not 
permitted its 
smaller 
politicians to 
lead it astray— namely, the founding, 
in imperfect but 
probably 
workable j 
form, of the world union which alone 
can bring lasting peace.

LARGEST KNOWN FOSSIL BONE 


Discovery 
Made 
in 
Northern 
New 
Mexico Is Interesting for More 
Than One 
Reason. 


'Tilt* largest shoulder blade of any 
animal on record, ancient or modern, 
has been discovered in San Juan basin 
in northern New Mesic** by John B. 
K**eside, 
Jr., of the 
Culled 
States 
geological survey. 
'This scapula bone 
is part of an immense extinct dinosaur 
estimated to be over one hundred feet 
long and markedly larger than any 
previously known to have existed. 
Charles E. Edmore of the National 
museum in Washington lias assembled 
the collection of pieces of this fossil 
scapula anil has found that tlu* total 
length of tin* bone is more than five 
feet. nearly as tall as a man. 
This is 
five times tin* length of the shoulder 
blade of a cow of today. 
Th** large fossil was found in the 
part of the earth that was deposited 
and formed in the Upper Cretaceous 
era, ami this Indicates to the geologist 
that the dinosaurs lived at a inter 
geologic time than they had previously 
supposed.

Dinosaurs were I arg** reptiles with 
long necks, little heads and brains, 
and long tails.

They dominated the earth 
in the days when the limestone beds 
were laid, but for some reason dis­ 
appeared from the earth to give place 
to smaller and livelier animals.

Frankness is being better recognized a big asset 
in all human relations, including business. 
The bigger the business, the greater the need 
for frankness. 
It wasn’t always so: in fact, until only a few years 
ago, the reverse was true so far as actual practice 
was concerned and magnitude paid a penalty for 
the mystery in which it chose to cloak itself.

In the days of our grandmothers, 
when manufactured soap was an ex­ 
pensive luxury aud hard to obtain. 
♦ very country housewife made her 
own soft soap. says'the Kansas City 
Star. 
Enough was made tit one time 
to last the whole year. 
The light of 
the moon In March was considered 
the proper time for tin* soapmaking 
and a sassafras stick must be used 
for stirring. 
When the hogs wore butchered for 
the yearly supply of meat the house­ 
wife carefully cleaned and washed the 
entrails arid salted them down until 
soapmaking time. 
Also all scraps of 
meat am! rinds were saved to be used. 
When the ashes were removed from 
the fireplace during the winter months 
they were placed in a large hopi»er 
built for that purpose and kept care­ 
fully covered until about a week be­ 
fore the time for making soap. Then 
the children would carry w-ater each 
day and pour over the ashes and start 
the "hopper to running” to make the 
lye for the soap. 
When enough lye had run to make 
the soap It was placed in a large ket­ 
tle over an outdoor fire and boiled un­ 
til it became strong enough to “cut a 
feather.” 
Then the soap grease was 
put in and the mixture kept at the 
boiling point and stirred continuously 
until the lye had eaten all the grease 
and the mixture had become a thick, 
soft mass of soap. 
The soap was placed in barrels and 
used for laundry purposes.
